SENATE COMMITTEE TO TRY TO AVOID 





Says Russians 
Seeking To 
Dominate World 


LOS ANGELES (#) — Gen. 
Mark Clark says the American 
people should realize that there 
is a clash of ideologies today— 
“communism versus our way of 
life’. 

The commander of the Sixth 
army, San Francisco, told the con- 
vention of the California depart- 
ment, American Legion, yester- 
day that “through the use of the 
veto the Soviet element has ob- 
structed every constructive move 
that we have tried to make”. 

“Through greed, selfishness and 
the desire to rule the world on 
the part of the Russians, we 
haven’t been able to get along 
with them,” he declared. ‘Had 
we gotten their definition of 
‘democracy’ when we agreed to 
set up Austria as a sovereign 
state, we may not have agreed to 
do so.” 

Cites Failure 

The General also asserted that 
“the whole story of failure to ne- 
gotiate peace treaties is the story 
of the difficulty of getting along 
with the Soviets.” 

Gen. Clark and the Legion’s na- 
tional commander, James F. O'Neil 
of Manchester, N. H., agreed on 
a need for universal military 
training. 

O'Neil said the Legion intend- 
ed to “smash communism” and 
“we also intend to smash the com- 
munist party which we do not even 
recognize as a party”. 

Stop It Now 

He added that ‘we are deter- 
mined that Russia shall not im- 
press her totalitarian ideology 
upon other nations by force of 
arms or political duress and in- 
trigue’’, and said that “expanding 
communism is a threat to human 
freedom everywhere; the time to 
stop it is now.” 

Meanwhile, among the 5,000 del- 
egates to the 29th state conven- 
tion there was intensive cam- 
paigning for candidates in today’s 
election of officers. 

Two Southern California men, 
Harry L. Foster of San Diego, and 
Merl Horn of Los Angeles were 
running for the post of depart- 
ment commander to succeed Rich- 
ard Chamberlain of Piedmont. 





Harry Sheppard 
Seeks Re-Election 


Representative Harry R. Shep- 
pard has announced that he will 
be a candidate in 1948 to succeed 
himself in Congress. « 

He stated that the existing in- 
ternational conditions demand men 
of experience with such affairs. 

Sheppard stated that both the 
army and navy have been under 
extreme pressure for reduction, 
which, he claims, was not. felt 
justified by people of experience 
in international affairs. He stat- 
ed that only ‘“‘through the cooper- 
ation and experience of such old- 
er, more qualified minds have we 
been able to maintain our armed 
forces at a level reasonably com- 
mensurate with international re- 
quirements.”

UNAMERICAN ACTIVITIES 


Eisler Denies He's Communist; 
Says He Dropped Out Of Party 


WASHINGTON (/#) — Hanns 
Eisler, 54-year-old Hollywood com=- 
poser, acknowledged to a house 
committee today that he once ap- 
plied for communist party mem- 
bership but declared he was never 
active in party work and ‘dropped 
out”. 

Eisler was the first witness as 
the house committee on Un-Ameri- 
can activities opened an inquiry 
into the question whether alien 
communists have been permitted to 
stay in this country illegally. 

Before the hearings began, 
Chairman J. Parnell Thomas (R- 
N. J.) told reporters the House 
group has evidence that top rung 
government officials have winked 


at communist sojourns in the 
United States. 
Eisler, German-born, came to 


the United States in 1935 and has 
never become a citizen. 

He told the committee under 
questioning by Chief Investigator 
Robert E. Stripling that he ap- 
plied for membership in the com- 
munist party in Germany in 1926. 

“Y’m not now a communist,” he 
asserted, adding that he “drop- 
ped out” after discovering that “ 
couldn’t combine artistic activ- 
ities with political demands”. 

Present in the committee room 
as BHisler testified were Sumner 
Welles, Former Under Secretary 
of State, and George Messersmith, 
former ambassador to Argentina. 
Committee aides told reporters 
both have been subpoenaed as 
witnesses, 

At the outset of the hearing, 
Eisler demanded but was denied 
the right to cross-examine other 
witnesses.
